in fact he savec a number 
of brewers from insolvency 
But this is only a minor part 
of the story. He preached the 
doctrine that all fermentations 
and putrifactions are caused 
by micro-organisms and that 


in fact micro-organisms pls 
a decisive role in the whoe 
economy of nature. This work 
laid the foundations of applied 
bacteriology with its manifold 
branches ranging from agri- 
culture to technology 
Anderson. a professor of 
chemis‘ry in Edinburgh, drew 
Listers attention to Pas- 
teur’s work. Lister immediate- 
ly grasped its significance and 


farthewrh oroceeded to create 


immunology. His fundamental! 
discoveries in this field are 
today one of the most power- 
ful weapons of preventive 
medicine. At the same time, 
Pasteur was a great humani- 
tarian who dedicated the 
whole of his life to an ethical 
purpose. It is presumptuous to 
praise Pasieur, and it is suffi- 
cient to quote the words of a 
writer in the “Spectator” in 
1910, “Nothing is too good to 
say of him.” 

Dr Dubos gives us much 
more than a chronicle of Pas- 
teur’s life and discoveries. He 
reproduces the intellectual at- 
mosphere of the 19th century 
which im many ways, was 
more liberal than our own 
We meet Dumas, Balard and 
Biot. three great-hearted and 


effect of smallpox on the na- 
tives, deliberately disseminat- 
ed the disease among them 
with the object of reducing 
their numbers to a minimum.
